Dr. Kathleen Beyerman, 
Director of the Community Health 
Institute*at Winchester Hospital, 
delivered an important and 
informative address on Monday, 
February.3 to the Kiwanis Club of 
Wilmington at Stelio's Restaurant; 
her subject was an analysis of the 
health of the people of Wilmington 
based on data recently compiled by 
experts for the Health Mapping 
Report Addendum. 

The Addendum is a follow-up to 
the initial study of the local 
regional public health status. It is 
hoped that the knowledge provided 
can be used to set priorities for 
appropriate remedial action and to 
assist in delivering essential 
services to those most in need. Dr. 
Beyerman urges that the facts be a 
point of departure for discussion 
of the possibilities and limitations 
facing those concerned with 
making progress toward 
improvement in pressing areas. 

Most of the data and percentage 
analyses pertain to adults. 

When compared with some 
neighboring communities 
Wilmington fares well in various 
categories but not so well in 
others. For example the town is 
unfortunately above the regional 
average for deaths from stroke and 
suicide; similarly hospital statistics 
show that it is regrettably above 
average for out-patient clinic 
admissions, all major pulmonary 
admissions, and admissions for 
malignant melanoma, an often fatal 
form of skin cancer. In view of 
this latter fact it is alarming that 
only 14% of townspeople reported 
participation in skin cancer 
screening programs.

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Other health screenings attracted 

greater numbers: 54% of the 
population was tested f 
cholesterol and 42% for heart 
disease; 42% of women had 
mammography, a procedure that 
Dr. Beyerman enthusiastically 
encoura because of its 
harmlessness, considerable 
life-saving value, and low cost: 
only about $100. 

The urgent need for frequent 
check-ups and early detection of 
ailments is emphasized by 
mortality ures. 56% of all 
deaths were caused by cancer and 
heart disease; 40% of cancer deaths 
derived from lung and breast 
cancers. 28% of Wilmington 
households reported having at least 
one smoker. 

68% of households said they had 
a member who exercised 
regularly, but 6% of the public 
confessed that they did not eat 
fruits and vegetables regularly. 

295 births in 1993 contributed to 
the 1994 population of 19,334. 
"Teen" births accounted for 3% of 
all births and 4% of all births were 
characterized by low birth weight; 
very often the two phenomena 
occur together.

Motor vehicle injury = #1 


The Middlesex County Traffic 
Safety Program has announced that 
February 9-15, 1997, is National 
Child Passenger Safety Awareness 
Week, an annual campaign to 
remind the public of the need for 
children to ride buckled up. This 
year's program, Patterns for Life, 
extends beyond the safety seat and 
seat belt to include good safety 
habits for young pedestrians and 
bicyclists. 

According to Project Director 
Kym Craven, "Motor vehicle injury 
is the leading killer of children 
more than one year of age - far 
ahead of the causes in second place 
Whether as occupants of motor 
vehicles, pedestrians, or bicyclists, 
too many children are seriously 
injured or killed in preventable 
crashes." 

According to the National 
Highway “Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), child 
safety seats, when correctly used,

Middlesex County Sheriff James 
V. DiPaola took a page out of the 
Old West recently when he left the 
comfort of his office-to personally 
apprehend an escaped inmate from 
the Billerica House of Correction. 

DiPaola, who is an 18 year 
veteran of the Malden Police 
Department was notified at 2:15 
p.m. on Monday, January 27, that 
an inmate from the Billerica House 
of Correction had walked away 
from the correctional officer who 
had taken the inmate and nine 
others to an = Alcoholics 
Anonymous meeting in Waltham. 
Sheriff DiPaola immediately met 
with Middlesex County Sheriff's 
Department Assistant Chief of 
Security Scott Brazis and Security 
Sergeant John Costello and headed 
to Waltham to look for the 
escapee. 

After several hours of searching 
and investigating in Waltham, 
Cambridge and Medford, the 
Sheriff and the two correctional 
officers, acting on a tip, headed to 
Saugus where they joined with 
Saugus Police Officers Sean 
Moynihan, Michael Coogan and 
Timothy Fawcett and apprehended 
the suspect hiding out in the Dean's 
Motel on Route | at approximately 
6:55 p.m. The suspect, former 
Cambridge resident David Powell, 
who is serving a one year sentence 
for assault and battery, 
surrendered without incident 

“My involvement in the 
apprehension is not the important 
issue here" downplayed DiPaola, 
“what is important is that 
immediately after discovering the 
inmate missing, the correct 
procedures were followed. Local, 
State and MBTA police were 
immediately notified and 
Middlesex County Sheriff's 
Apprehension Teams were 
immediately dispatched. The fact 
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can reduce fatalities among children 
less than five years of age by 71 
percent - one of the most effective 
safety innovations ever developed 
However, safety seat use among 
children involved in fatal crashes is 
very low - as many as 40 percent 
are unrestrained. Because of a 
combination of non-use and misuse 
child safety seats are not currently 
saving as many lives as they should 
be. 

"Children have to count on their 
parents to use the right safety seat - 
infant, toddler/convertible or 
booster seat - and use it correctly," 
said Community Policing Office Joe 
Harris. "NHTSA recommends 
rear-facing seats until a chi 20 
pounds, and at least one year of age, 
forward-facing to 40 pounds, and 
booster seats until the child can use 
the vehicle's seat belts - when the 
lap belt stays low on the child's hip 
and doesn't ride up across the 
abdomen, and the shoulder belt 
doesn't cross in front of the face or 


unconscious. According to King, he 
had been struck several times with an 
unknown object. 

Mr. Burke was Medi-Flighted t o 
Massachusetts Hospital where he re- 
mains in critical condition.

The deploying bag striking a 
rear-facing infant seat can result in 
fatal injuries to a child. The seat 
should be in the back seat, facing 
rearward, The safest place for 
cl ren is in the back seat of a 
vehicle, and buckled up. 

“Most children learn by 
example.It doesn't matter how they 
learn or where they learn - from 
parents, guardians, teachers, friends 
or neighbors," continued Harris. 
“The important thing is that they 
learn that these lifelong safety rules 
become habits - patterns for life - as 
Passengers, pedestrians and 
cyclists."

As I write this, Jimmy, a friend and former co-worker of six 
years lies under anesthesia at a Boston hospital undergoing the 


removal of a brain tumor.

Are these things important? No. Jimmy is one of those great 
guys, who never smoked, rarely drinks, and always put in more 
than a good days work.

This time seemed the same. Except the symptoms stayed around 
a little longer than usual. You know, dizziness, nausea, head-

Friday afternoon he trekked to the doctor's 
office, expecting to be given a heap of pills and told to rest, but 
to his surprise, he was sent to the emergency room for a C.A.T. 
Scan. It showed something inside that shouldn’t be there. 

Tuesday at noon is surgery time. It’s now 8:45 p.m. and no 
word yet. It's a lot to think about. 

When you think about your problems, money, job stress, the 
car won’t start, stop and think about Jimmy. Your problem 
somehow becomes much smaller. 

We all know “Jimmy”. Each of us know someone who has 
problems like my “Jimmy”. Give him a good thought. 

Good luck Jimmy we’ re all with you.

the front door 
landing at Gerald “Scratch” O' Reilly's 
house on Wildwood St. - until he ex- 
plains how he made it. Then you look 
down with respect, suddenly aware 
that this is no ordinary row of bricks. 
The story goes back more than a 
half century to the spring of ‘42 when 
America was at war and Scratch was 
hearing terrible news in the kitchen of 
the O' Reilly home on Main St., at the 
Tewksbury line. “They sank another 
one,” Dad would tell Mom on return- 
ing home from the Boston waterfront, 
where he loaded merchant ships with 
war materials bound for England. 
“Don’t breathe a word to anyone.” 

Although it was no secret on the 
docks that Nazi submarines were sink- 
ing our merchant ships in the Atlantic, 
Mr. O'Reilly and his colleagues were 
ordered by FBI agents to keep quiet 
about what they knew. “They say it'll 
hurt the public's morale,” he explained 
to Mrs. O'Reilly. (Our family knew 
because my cousin Bill went down 
with one of those ships.) 

The O'Reillys talked freely in the 
kitchen, thinking that their nine-year- 

, old son was too young to understand 
those dark, wartime conversations. 
They were mistaken: Scratch was all 
ears, and what he heard filled him with 
terror. 

He imagined Nazi subs lurking 
under Silver Lake, just a short walk 
from his house. But instead of staying 
clear, he chose to fight. His weapons: 
bricks. 

The Bricks were left over from a 
newly-built chimney on the Skylark 
boat house at Fitz Terrace. Scratch 
passed by them four times a day be- 
tween home and the Silver Lake 
School. Each time he'd grab one, heft 
it, calculate the position of the hidden 
sub - and let fly! 

Splash! Direct hit! Ka-boom! 

Hundreds of these depths charges 
were hurled into the lake until, finally, 
there were no more left. 

Satisfied at having done his part in 
the wareffort, Scratchturned his hero- 
ics completely to baseball. The bricks 
lay unseen and forgotten in the black 


water. 

Until 22 years later when, married 
to Anne, he was building a house for 
his growing family. It needed a front

landing, but Scratch couldn't afford 
the materials. They were tough times 
(the good job as scientific writer at 
Raytheon was still a few years away), 
and he was getting by on odd laboring 
jobs around town. 

Then it dawned on him: all those 
bricks he'd tossed into Silver Lake! 
But how to recover them? Lugging 
them ashore a few at a time would be 
atedious andexhausting ordeal. There 
had to be a simpler, more efficient 
way. 

It came to him one day in 1964 
when he arrived at the house of a 
resident who had hired him to dig a 
cesspool and panel a room. In the back 
yard was just what he needed: acanoe. 
It was a bit battered and neglected, but 
looked floatable. “I'd take that canoe 
for payment, if it’s all right with you,” 
he suggested to the owner. It was, and 
Operation Brick Salvage was soon 
underway. 

It worked like this. Scratch waded 
into the lake up to his waist, pushing 
the canoe with him, and felt around 
with his feet for the bricks. He wore 
sneakers to protect against glass; dur- 
ing those search-and-destroy missions 
he had also broken many floating 
bottles (periscopes!). Since the bricks 
were widely scatt it was a slow, 
painstaking job. Every now and then, 
he'd plunge his hand down, yank one 
out of the muck and drop it into a five- 
gallon plastic bucket. In one evening 
he'd fill two buckets and float the 
contents ashore to his car. 

When the sub area was cleared, he 
combed the bottom forremains of Ten 
Hills Ice House, which burned down 
in 1945, and continued working his 
way practically around the entire lake. 
Ittook a week of evenings and several 
Sunday mornings to gather enough 
bricks. Then he shaped them into a 
neat little front landing for his house. 

It's a solid one, too, that has born a 
family of eight and shows no signs of 
wear after more than 30 years of ser- 
vice. “I'm proud of it,” Scratch tells 
visitors, and well he should be. He 
couldn't have done a better job if he'd 
paved the way with gold. - LeRoy 
Ferguson

Enrollment for seniors drug assistance 
program open Feb 1 to May 30 


The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives has passed 
legislation that will fund the 
enrollment process for the 
Commonwealth's first pharma- 
ceutical assistance program for 
senior citizens. The Senior 
Pharmacy Program was established 
last year as a five year trial 
program by the Health Care Access 
Act. The program was designed to 
provide a maximum $500.00 
subsidy for prescription drugs 
needed by individuals over 64 
years of age whose income does 
not exceed 133 percent of the 
federal poverty level or 
approximately $10,300 per 
individual. 

Representative Murphy said, “this 
legislation will allow the seniors 
who qualify for the subsidy to 
learn more about the enrollment 
process and give them adequate 
time to ensure they are properly 
signed up to receive the aid." 
Murphy noted that the seniors who 
qualify for the subsidy are the least 
able to afford Medicare 
supplemental insurance like the 
Blue Cross Medex Gold Plan 
which covers the prescription dug 
cost not insured by Medicare. With 
prescription drugs among the most 
expensive necessity for seniors on 
fixed incomes, this program 
promises some relief for the state's 
poorest elder population,” said 
Murphy. 

The Senior Pharmacy Program is 
limited to individuals who have 
been residents of the 
Commonwealth for at least six 
months and who currently do not 


have any form of prescription 
drug coverage. The program will 
not cover all drugs, but will cover 
a list of maintenance drugs that 
prevent or control chronic disease 
such as antiarthritis, 
anticoagulants, anti- ulcer drugs 
and diabetic therapy drugs. The 
program's funding is capped at $30 
million annually and derives from 
the 25 cents per pack tax on 
tobacco products that was 
approved by the Legislature over 
the veto of Governor Weld last 
July. The funding is projected to 
support the enrollment of 60,000 
seniors each year. 

The bill passed by the legislature 
redirects 1.4 million dollars in 
existing slate appropriations from 
unneeded purposes to the 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs 
for the hiring of the program's 
enrollment processing vendor and 
the development and distribution 
of marketing materials. A small 
portion of the funds will be used to 
adjust Medicaid's claims processing 
system in order to reimburse 
pharmacists for the prescriptions 
they fill for participating seniors. 
The enabling statute for the 
program makes seniors responsible 
for a minimum co-payment of 
three dollars per prescription and a 
maximum of 10 dollars. 

The Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs will be coordinating the 
application and enrollment process 
through local Councils on Aging, 


the state's 27 home care 
corporations and senior advocacy 
groups throughout the 


Commonwealth. A toll free 
number will be employed by 


EOEA to further improve 
communication about enrollment 
in the program. 


“It's imperative that seniors get 
the message that enrollment will be 
open between February | and May 


30 only and applications will be 
approved on a first come, first 
served basis," Murphy said. "I 
hope the legislature's commitment 
of funding will serve to publicize 
the program and motivate qualified 
seniors to enroll as soon as 


possible."

efficiency. These newer models are 
cleaner and smaller, but you still 
need to maintain the system to 
ensure save operations. The cost of 
a log burner runs from $800 to

Pellet stoves are the latest in wood 
burning technology. Pellet stoves 
use waste wood, compacted into 
pellets that look like rabbit food.

Alarm rings, they roll

he alarm comes in and 
the Fire Department 
starts its response to the 


unknown. 

At the scene a working fire is 
discovered that soon blossoms 
into a multiple alarm, major 
conflagration. 

As the fire units come in 
from outside communities other 
vehicles start to appear on the 
scene and close to the fire as 
well, 

Observers expect to see those 
vehicles that bear the logo of 
the American Red Cross, the 
Salvation Army or MedTrans 
New England Ambulance 
Company or other local ambu- 
lance services. However, those 
same observers might wonder 
why an MBTA bus would pull up 
to the scene of the fire and 
parks well within the lines but 
out of the danger area. 

The group is all part of the 
ancillary services that are need- 
ed for the firefighters to not 
only effectively do their job but 
to accomplish a victory in a safe 
manner,

It is not just coffee and 
donuts that is being passed out 
to the firefighters from these 
vehicles either. In a unique part- 
nership, MedTrans, the MBTA 
and The Salvation Army 
through their associate group 
Community Service Rehab, Ltd. 
of Peabody, services Lynnfield, 
North Reading and Wakefield 
among other North Shore com- 
munities with a unique preven- 
tative maintenance program 
that has helped to cut down on 
injuries to the firefighters and 
ease their fire related medical 
problems. 

The Rehab program is the 
idea of MedTrans North Area 
Clinical Director Scott Watson 
and was developed with 
Community Rehab directors 
Jessica and Roger Baker. 

“The whole Rehab scenario is 
new, within the last two years,” 
Watson said. 

Jessica Baker added, “We 
were the first rehab program in 
the area.” 

She explained that many of 
the ideas that are used in the 
program were developed in the 
hot climes of Southeastern 
United States.

According to the Bakers and 
Watson, the need for the Rehab 
program actually came out of 
the progress that has been made 
in the protective gear that has 
been designed for firefighters. 

Watson explained that the 
“bunker gear” which includes 
breathing packs “encapsulates” 
the body heat and does not 
allow for dispersion. 

Because the body cannat 
compete with the heat, the fire- 
fighter must take regular breaks 
and drink the appropriate fluids. 
This could mean hot fluids and 
soup in the winter and plenty of 
spring water all year round. 

Roger said, “We know the 
way people get dehydrated and 
we know the way to get their 
bodies back to normal.” 

Because of the need for the 
breaks and the rehydration pro- 
cess, MedTrans set up a pro- 
gram with the MBTA for them to 
provide a bus when needed at 
the fire scenes. Md 

“No one works alone,” Watson 
said. “It is all a coordinated 
effort.” 

According to Watson, the bus 
provides an air-conditioned 
atmosphere to cool down the 
bodies in the summer and a 
heated atmosphere for the win- 
ter. 

When it arrives on scene, the 
back of the bus is set up by 
MedTrans as a mini-emergency

If it is determined that a bus 
is needed then Boston Fire 
Alarm gets in touch with the 
MBTA which diverts the route 
bus and sends in a replacement 
for that. 

As with all fire situations, the 
local chief, by law, makes the 
decisions. 

A protocol has been set up so 
that a firefighter goes into a 
burning building until he has 
used up two tanks of air. At that 
time the firefighter takes a 20- 
minute break, usually in the bus 
if it is available. 

If the readiness of the fire- 
fighter is not deemed up to par 
by the medical attendants then 
the chief is notified and the fire- 
fighter is taken to a hospital. 

Watson notes with some 
pride, that the program has 
been successful as proven by the 


decrease in the amount of fire- 
fighters that have required med- 
ical treatment. 

Roger and Jessica have been 
delivering. water to firefighters 
for many years. Roger had been 
doing it on his own since he was 
a teenager. 

When he started dating 
Jessica, the two of them started 
to deliver water to the fire 
scenes. The operation started to 
become serious when Jessica 
bought a used ambulance as her 
first vehicle, while still a student 
at Marblehead High School. 

The couple went to a friend, 
who was a Swampscott 
Firefighter for help in rehabili-

gested they use it as a relief 
vehicle for firefighters. 

Jessica reports that first 
vehicle lasted about eight 
months before dying enroute to 
a fire in Lynn. 

The couple were able to 
obtain another vehicle and con- 
tinue with their work. About six 
years ago, they were at another 
fire in Lynn and a Salvation 
Army officer approached them 
with the offer of using the 
Armies canteen vehicle. 

The Army provides the main- 
tenance and the insurance on 
the vehicle and Jessica and 
Roger keep it stocked with hot 
fluids such as chicken soup for 
about 500 people and enough 
coffee to make about 400 pots. 
The truck also carries at least 
30 gallons of spring water, sup- 
plied at a-low discount rate by 
Crystal Springs of Middleton 
owner Ken LaCrosse, a 
Middleton firefighter. 

Jessica also said the truck is 
stocked with an energy drink 
called “Take-Up” developed by 
the New York City Fire 


However, Watson said that the 
drink is not always a good idea 
for the firefighters. He notes 
that MedTrans researchers, 
including doctors at Lawrence 
General and Massachusetts 
General hospitals have advised 
that too many chemicals could 
be dangerous to the firefighters 
and it is better to supply them 
with springwater.

ON PONDS, LAKES 

According to Dr. Mark S. 
Tisa, Assistant Director of Fish- 
eries, the Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife will stock approxi- 
mately 2,100 broodstock salmon 
weighing 8-10 pounds over the 
next two weeks-weather permit- 
ting! These fish will be stocked 
in ponds and lakes across the 
state which should provide some 
great ice fishing as well as some 
early open water season excite- 
ment. 

Tisa says: “One of the great 
things about these salmon is 
that they are easy to catch and 
they put up one heck of a fight! 
You don’t have to be an experi- 
enced angler to catch one of 
these fish. Fish for them just 
like you would trout. Try jigging 
or using tip-ups with shiners, 
night crawlers or even power 
bait!” 

The creel limit is two brood- 
stock salmon per day-15-inch 
minimum length. 

These surplus broodstock 
salmon come from the U.S. Fish 
& Wildlife Servite’s White River 
National Fish Hatchery in 
northern Vermont. The opportu- 
nity to provide these salmon to 
anglers is just one of the direct 
benefits of the salmon restora- 
tion program.

Lake Cochituate, Horn Pond, 
Baddacook Pond, Lake Salton- 
stajl, Forest Lake, Hopkinton 
Reservoir, Lake Pearl and 
Pleasant Pond.
